1 . The election of species filed on 4/16/07 is not fully responsive to the Office Action for 
two reasons. First, the claims as written contain new matter, hence, it is impossible for the 
Examiner to determine if the claim reads on an elected invention because the limitations are not 
included and defined in the original specification. The claims must be rewritten and submitted, 
the claims including only limitations disclosed in the original specification. Secondly, the 
Applicant stated claims 90 -100 read on Invention VI., associated with Figures 5a and 5B, yet 
the closest term to the limitation "interconnecting member" in the specification, "interconnecting 
mechanism", is only associated with Figure 6. Once the claims have been written, the Applicant 
must respond to the requirement of an election of species, mailed 4/3/07. Since the period for 
reply set forth in the prior Office action has expired, this application will become abandoned 
unless applicant corrects the deficiency and obtains an extension of time under 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

The date on which the petition under 37 CFR 1.136(a) and the appropriate extension fee 
have been filed is the date for purposes of determining the period of extension and the 
corresponding amount of the fee.
